Covers third intervioi-j vn.th Osijald and 
circumstances immediately following his mui\ier 



This interview started at approximately 9:30 AK on Sundayj^lJovembar 2h, 1963. 

The interview was, conducted in tha^pffice of Captain Will ^ita .of the^Homicide 
~“Veau, Dall.as •, Police • Present at the intervieu~ia” addition to Oswald were 

*'rit 2 ,*-?osual Inspector Holmes, SAXC Sorrels, Inspector ICelley and four 
mc.Tbers of the Homicide Squad'; Tha“interview had just begun when I arrived and 
Captain ^Frits was again requesting Oswald to identify the place where the photo- 
graph of him adding the gun was taken. Captain Fritz indicated that it would 
save^the Police a great deal of time if he would tell then where the place was 
Osi‘.ala refused to discuss tne matter. Captain Fritz asked, **Are you 
a Communist?"’ Osiiald answered, **lIo, I am a 1-Iarxist but I am not a Ilarxist 
^•^ninist”. Captain Fritz asked him what the difference was and Oswald said it 
V^uid ta’.ce too long to explain it to him. Oswald said that he became interested 
in the Fair Play for Cuba Committee while he was in Hew Orleans; that he wrote 
to «he oc...uiuuee* s headquarters in i.'ew York and received some Committee l^^tera- 
tirre and a letter signed by^dex Ilidell.^ Ha stated that he began to distribute 
yliat literature in Haw Orleans and it "was at that timn that he got into an 
^tercation with a group and he was arrested. Ha said his opi.iions concernin<» 
i'air Play for Cuba are well known; that ha appeared on ,Byj.JStu!cey>s television 
program in Hew Orleans on a number of occasions and was intervieT.’ed by the local 
press often. He denies Imowing or ever seeing Hidell in Hew Orleans, said he 
believed in all of the tenets of the Fair Play for Cuba and the things which the 
rair Play zor Cuba Committee stood, for, which was free intercourse with Cuba and 
freedom for tourists of the both countries to travel within each other's borders. 

Among other things, Oswald said that Cuba should have f^ed diplomatic relation- 
ship with the United States. I asked him if he thought that the President's 
assassination would have any effect on the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. He said 
•chare ’..-ould be no change in the attitude of the American people toward Cuba with 
President Johnson becoming President because they both belonged to the same 
political party and the one would follow pretty generally the policies of the 
other. _ He stated that ha is an avid reader of .Russian literature whether it is 
com;3unistic or not; that he subscribes to "The' Militant ", which, he says, is fne 
weekljr of^-tho Socialist party in the United “States (it is a copy of ''‘The Militant" 
chat Oraald is shovn holding in the photograph taken from his Wfects at Irving 
S.,reat). ivt that time he asked me Tjhether I was an FBI .\gent and I said that I 
^ was a meirbor of the Secret Service. He said when he was standing 
j.ront 01 tne Textbook Building and about to leave it, a young crew-cut man 
r-ashed^-ip to him and said he was from the Secret Service, showed a book of 
iaentification, and asked him where the phone was. Oswald said he pointed toiiard 
the pay phone in the building and that ho saw the man act'ually go to the phone 
before ho left. 177

Since it was obvious to Captain Fritz that Oswald was not going to be cooperative,

“Osi-jald made no 
Gtat-s:oents from the time he was shot until the time of his death.' He was -cn- 
eonscacus'during the a.7ibulance run "’to the hospital which I verified through 
-'e-«ecuav8 Daugherty, who acoomipanicd him. He did not regain consciousness at 
any time during the treatment until he died. At the time of his death, itr^'self 
^“^fctive Daugherty and Colonel •'C-arrispn of the Te:cas State Police were or. the*' 
fifth floor of the hospital arranging a 'security room in which to taka Oswald, 

-oha event he survived the operating room treatment. It was never necessary 
sc use this room and upon learning of his death, I proceeded to the morgue to 
arrange fer his fa.mily to view the body. Fnen the family heard of^/-the death 
they were ±.\ the process of being interviewed by Special Agents Hunkel and Howard, 
and recuestad eo be brought to the hospital. Ost-jald’s brother, ^^bert, xjho had 
also come ue she hospital, was being interviewed by Special Agent Hox^iett. Before 
the post mortem was performed, Osx-;ald‘s family,- -icith the exception of Robert, 
viewed the body. Robert arrived too late to -vievi the body before the autopsy 
h^ staruad and x-;as not permitted by hospital authorities to view the bodyl The 
:Q^Iy was accompanied during the viewing by the hospital chaplain. 

Afser mslcing arrangements through the chaplain ar;d another clergyman for the 
btt'ial of the body, the family was rstuinned to a secluded spot under the orotec- 
tion of Special Agents ICunlcel and Howard, and the Irving Texas police. Precaution 
x!as talcer. to insure their safety in view of the excitement caused by the killing 
of Oswald. Special Agents Howard and Kunkel did an excellent job in handling the 
seoui-ity of this family detail aril insuring their safety. Thereafter, I was 
called by SAiC Boucic who advised me that the Ph^esident and the Attorney General 
were concerned about the safety of this family and instructed that all precautions 
shoxiid be taken to insure that no harm befell them. SAIC Bouck was advised that 
the family was presently under our protection; we would continue providing 
protection until further notice.

Later than same day, I was contacted by SA Hobertson of the FBI who asked x^hether 
x:e had someone with the family. He was Ss^eQ~that"x-;e 'had'."' He requested to be 
advised whore the family bad been taken. Since their ultimate destination was 
un.'Cnox-.'n no mo at the time, I assxired him that when I learned of their xjhereabouts 
I woxdld relay it to him. He said that they received instnictions from the Attorney 
General and President Johnson that precaution should be taken to insure the family 
safety. 

11 P—> S-cnaay, November 2Uth, I xjas advised of the location of the farrd.3y and 
ismsedia«ely notified Robertson and inqxiired whether they now wished to take over 
u.'.eir prctectioa. He said no they had no such instructions, they merely xaished to 
-c^^sured that someone was looking out for their safety. I assxired them that 
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cdc‘quc .^3 prctocwion vas beir -2 provided ar-d that they -jorc available for inter- 
viei:p by the F3I, Ko stated that they did not wish to interview the fariily 
at this"ti::*a; that they merely wanted to make s\ire they were in safe hands. 
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
